MAY EXTEND OVER 


ANOTHER WINTER 


Gen. Maurice Sees Little 
Prospect of an Early 
End to War. 


Londoji, March 
2.—The 
Avar 
may 
easily extend over another -winter as 
f a r as purely military factors are con- 
cerned, according to a statement by 
General Frederick B. Maurice, direc- 
tor of military operations for the im- 
perial general staff, in an 
interview 
given to the Associated Press. 


General Maurice is an authority on 
military history and has been chosen 
as the biographer of Robert E. Lee 
in a series published under the title of 
"3Iakers of the Nineteenth 
Century." 
I n his opinion there is little difference 
betweei> the strategy followed by the 
commanders in the American civil war 
a n d the strategy which governs 
the 
great struggle of today. 
He said: 


"People 
wonder 
frequently 
why, 
with the superior resources in 
m a n 
power undoubtedly possessed by the 
allies, t h a t more progress toward vic- 
tory is not made. 
The reason lies In 
t h e form of strategy which made your 
civil war so long and enabled Napoleon 
to keep his back to the wall so long 
When he had a coalition of 
Europe 
against 
him. 
Lee 
and 
Napoleon 
•worked on interior lines f r o m a cen- 
t r a l position and they had the genius 
t o m a k e the best possible use of the 
great advantage this gave them. 
The 
Germans understand 
this f o r m 
of 
strategy BO well that even in 
peace 
times their economic necessities 
are 
frequently sacrificed to military needs. 
In their transportation system 
alone 
the result of this policy can be seen. 
Lee and his small a r m y held 
back 
greatly superior forces for four years 
a n d there Is no reason to anticipate, 
on purely militarj' grounds, a nearly 
collapse of the Germans. 
Of course 
Lee operated on battle lines measured 
In miles, while the present fronts ex- 
tend almost across continents, but the 
principles of strategy covering 
time 
find pace remain the same, 
so 
the 
duration of the war is not surprising. 


"I see no indication of what 
has 
been asserted t h a t the Germans 
are 
withdrawing at some places along our 
f r o n t because of a desire to force open 
fighting. 
This movemeent is a retire- 
m e n t forced upon 
them. 
They 
do 
not like it any more t h a n we did when 
after the second battle of Y près we 
had to 
retire 
a 
short 
distance 
to 
straighten our line.«?. Tou may be sItïTe 
no a r m y likes to retire and therefore 
it is certain that the 
Germans 
will 
m a k e a determined effort to 
restore 
their lost prestige. 
"We are now mere- 
ly gathering the fruits of our winter 
operations, the result of which is that 
f r o m Arras to the Anci-e a salient de- 
cidedly dangerous to

tions has been established. 
Our raids 
on the Somme front 
gave 
us 
com- 
manding positions 
f r o m 
which 
our 
artillery fire was much more effective. 
The Germans, who are no longer oc- 
cupying snug

retire to a safer line. 
They also prob- 
ably counted on making our prepara- 
tions for an offensive over this ground 
above by giving up their front line and 
compelling us to alter our plans. 


"I have no patience with the idea 
t h a t the Germans are at the end of 
their fighting resourf.es. 
They are still 
capable of and will put up a strong 
flght. 
F r o m a purely military stand- 
point, I see no reason why the war 
should not go through another winter, 
but conditions outsided the

tone may operate to

How f a r the .shortage of food in Ger- 
many has affected the physique and 
morale of the recruits I cannot say, 
but

Assistant Secretary of Agri- 
culture Discusses High 
Cost of Living. 


BY GILSON G VRDNEK. 


Washington, Mar. 2.—Is the middle- 
m a n chiefly responsible for the higii 
cost of living? 
"Who gets the extor- 
tionate profit? 


As applied to f a r m products I asked 
thi.s question of Carl Vrooman, assist- 
ant secretary of agriculture. 


"That," said he, "is a difficult ques- 
tion to answer off-liand or even a f t e r 
investigation, but perhaps I can tell 
you a s^tory which will throw light on 
the subject. 


"Some time last winter a New Kng- 
land grocer who had bought a barrel 
of apples for $6.50, found in the barrel 
a note f r o m the f a r m e r in whose or- 
chard the fruit had been grown, .say- 
ing: 
'J got $2.50 for this barrel of ap- 
ples. 
How much did you pay for it?' 
I don't know whether the grocer re- 
plied to the f a r m e r or not, but at any 
rate here is clear evidence that the dis- 
tributor, wliom T shall call the legltl 
mate middleman, paid more than twice 
as m u c h as the f a r m e r received for this 
product, and of course the consumer 
paid even more, for the grocer was in 
business for his living and was desir- 
ous of making his profit. 


"As a rule several middlemen and 
sometimes several series of middlemen 
stand between the farmer and the ul- 
timate consumer. 
Because of this sys- 
tem, which has grown up through the 
fault of nobody in particular, the farm- 
er very often has a feeling of righteous 
indignation when the consumer jumps 
on him for riding around in automo- 
biles and not produclngf enough food 
for the country. 
But the consumer 
is far from being correct In his sup- 
position that the farmer is the one who 
is making an unjust profit. 
There are 
cases on record like the one I have just 
mentioned in which it is perfectly true 
that the more the farmer produces the 
less proportiontaely he gets in return. 


"The great problem in agriculture 
today is not more production but bet- 
ter production which shall be profit- 
able to the farmer. 
There is no reason 
in the world why agricultural produc- 
tion should not be so adjusted and reg- 
ulated that the farmer will receive a 
fair profit for his crops, and that the 
consumer will be able to buy them at 
a fair price. 
Somewhere along the line 
between the man who grew the barrel 
of apples and received $2.50 for them 
and the grocer who 
paid 
$6.50 
for 
them, there was one or more people 
who got more than they should get for 
the legitimate business of transporta- 
tion and wholesaling. 


"If all farmers who grew apples, po- 
tatoes. onions, turkeys, strawberries or 
other crops which go directly in boxes 
from farm to store would follow the 
practice of the New England orchard- 
ist. we would be in the way of secur- 
ing sonie extremely valuable informa- 
tion which would throw light on one 
of the most vital questions in agricul- 
turé today.

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Suffrage at Work in Advance 


It is worth while noting that a number of the candidates for nom- 
ination to municipal office in Fort Wayne at the forthcoming city pri- 
maries are taking judicious account of the future by paying marked 
attention to enlisting the support of the women. In many instances 
the ladies have been in^dted to attend meetings in the interest of the 
candidates. In others there is the direct appeal to the women to in- 
vestigate the fitness and general standing of the candidate, and to 
gently but firmly lu-ge upon husband, brother and father the desir- 
ability of seeing to it that the nominations arc conferred on those can- 
didates who will command the voting strength of the newly-enfran- 
chised women next fall. 


The Indiana part suffrage biil will not, of course, be in legal op- 
eration until the distribution of the new laws in printed form and the 
proclamation of Governor Goodrich to that effect, but there is not the 
slightest doubt but that the law is already practically at work in ad- 
vance. It has put into the campaign both for the primary and after 
the nominations are made a hitherto unknown element. It makes ex- 
pert figures and finely-strung forecasts based on part party perform- 
anfee utterly valueless, ^o be sure, there is a more or less widely ac- 
cepted belief that in a general way the votes of the women will divide 
about as the votes of their husbands and fathers and brothers divide. 
It may actually Avork out in that way, too, on purely political proposi- 
tions, but there is no sort of assurance that that method of measure- 
ment will prove accurate in local and municipal matters. The person- 
ality, the standing and the character of the individual candidate is, 
we think, going to count for vastly more in determining the attitude 
of the feminine voter than these things have in the case of the man 
whb has heretofore done all the voting. 


If indications count for anything at all, there wil 1 be far less 
blind adherence to party label because it is the party label m the mind 
of the woman voter than in the case of the average man who has not 
been accustomed to make a verj*^ close personal investigation or do a 
great deal of individual thinking in the exercise of the franchise right. 
The women cannot vote at the primaries, but they will be on hand in 
November. The candidate who hopes for succ^ess at that time cannot 
afford to ignore the women at this stage of the proceedings. 


Every Indiana member of the house of representatives voted for 
the senate bill to drive the saloons out of the national capital, an ex- 
hibition of unanimity that must have been extremely touching to op- 
ponents of the measure who may have been cherishing some hopes 
Avith reference to the Indiana delegation. Kecent news of doings back 
home with reference to the liquor business clearly had the effect of 
stiffening the spines of some of the Hoosier statesmen who were in- 
dined to wobble a bit on the District of Columbia proposition. 


Representative Vesey was on the 1 end of the 79-to-l vote by 
which the Indiana house passed a measure reducing the state tax levy 
five cents on the $100 of valuation, after the state senate had killed 
the Goodrich excise tax bill which had been intended to add more than 
a million dollars to the state's yearly income. Speaking of courageous 
but utterly hopeless minorities, the Allen county legislator appears to 
have completely met all specifications in this instance. 


Grand jury presentments, of course, are never convincing and 
legal evidence of guilt, but it is hardly overstating the case to assume 
that seventy-three indictments charging liquor law violations against 
two Terre Haute dealers constitute a sufficient basis for some slight 
degree of suspicion. 


The senate's curiosity to know when, and where, and how Presi- 
dent "Wilson obtained possession of the Zimmerman note disclosing 
plans to aUy Japan and Mexico with herself against the United 
States in event of actual war may be perfectly natural, but it isn't half 
so important as is the fact that the president actually got the note. 


With the oil inspectorship and the excise tax bill as a nucleus, 
Governor Goodrich gives promise of having a perfectly gorgeous dis- 
play of shattered legislative hopes by the time he succeeds in getting 
the present Indiana assembly safely off his hands.

IN T H E INTEREST OF FAIRNESS. 


To the Editor of The Sentinel: In 
the interest of fairness kindly allow 
me to draw your attention to your edi- 
torial in Tuesday's Sentinel (February 
27th) entitled "The Step Nearer War." 


In the last paragraph you state: 
"But if no 'overt act' intervened, the 
submarine decree has operated as a 
virtual blockade of American 
ports, 
so far as traffic with Europe is con- 
cerned. 
American ships whoso rights 
to the use of the seas cannot be ques- 
tioned in any quarter, are tied up at 
their docks, etc." 


Now, this submarine decree is in 
force only against traffic with entente 
belligerent countries of Europe, 
not; 
against traffic with countries not in 
war. 
England stopped all sea traffic 
with Germany and her allies—stopped 
in actual fact all American traific with 
those countries—and for many months 
we Americans have submitted to this 
treatment. 
Germany simply retaliates 
now and say.s to us: 
"America must 
now stop all traffic with those countries 
at war with u.s." 
What is the differ- 
ence in principle between the treat- 
ment which has been accorded us by 
England for ma:iy months and that 
which is now being accorded us by Ger- 
many? 


The actual situation resolves Itself 
quite simply into this: 
England has 
prohibited our entire trade with Ger- 
many and her allies for many months 
paßt; Germany is now attempting to 
prohibit our entire trade with those 
European countries with which she is 
at war. 
What is fair for one should 
be fair to the other. 
Our ships are 
now lying idle in American ports be- 
cause they cannot trade with England 
and her allies. But many of these ships, 
which had been trading with Germany 
for years, in the months past had to 
refrain Entirely from doing so, because 
England would not permit it. 
Where 
is the difference?. We did not feel the 
loss of German trade 
(which, 
how- 
ever, was of considerable proportions) 
because England and her allies began 
buying all the more heavily from us. 
But surely this makes no essential dif- 
ference! 


The editors of our daily papers who 


so conspicuously do mold public opin- 
ion should. In justice, view this matter 
with absolute fairness and write edi- 
torials accordingly. I believe that you, 
Mr. Editor, wish to be fair and it is for 
the purpose of having you give due 
weight to this question of "Absolute 
Fairness" In your future editorials that 
this letter is written. 
Will you kindly 
give .this matter the consideration it 
deserves?

hundred dollar clerks wjjy? could earn 
seventy-five dollars a month in private 
affairs, and the eighteen hundred and 
two-thousand-dollar officeholders are 
usually, or frequently, worth less than 
' they are paid by the federal govern- 
ment or the state they serve. 
But the 
"big fellows"—the heads of depart- 
ments and bureaus—these men could 
command much more than they are 
. being paid. 


Congress has stricken out the proposal to expend $400,000 in an 
inquiry into the high food prices, doubtless because it feared the 
monej'^ might be needed in paying them—which looks much like sound 
financiering, after all.

Replaces Longleaf Variety 
in Many Sections of 
the South. 


Washington, March 2.—A compara- 
tively little known but valuable tree 
most often called slash pine is fast 
replacing longleaf pine in many sec- 
tions of the south, says the forest serv- 
ice. 
In some respects this tree is con- 
sidered a better tree than 
longleaf. 
Its growth, according to the foresters, 
is more rapid and its yield of turpen- 
tine larger, while the wood Is said to 
bo the heaviest, hardest and strongest 
coniferous wood grown in the coun- 
try. 


The term, "slash pine," it is ex- 
plained, is popularly applied to sev- 
eral 
southern 
pines, 
notably the 
loblolly, with which the true slash pine 
is often confused because of its closo 
resemblance. 
The slash pine is also 
sometimes called "Cuban," "swamp," 
or "she" pine. 


The chief causes for the rapid spread 
of the tree are its frequent and abund- 
ant seed production, very rapid growth, 
ability to endure the shade of other 
trees, and its capacity to adapt itself 
to a wido range of environment. The 
fact that it can withstand the combi- 
nation of forest flres and razor-back 
hogs is also considered of importance 
by the foresters, who say that the tree 
is destined to play an important part 
In the future of the cut-over lands of 
the south. 
As an example of the high 
money returns obtained by turpentin- 
ing the tree, it i.s stated that in one in- 
stance in South Carolina a twenty- 
year-old stand of slash pine averaged 
520 trees per acre, each of which had 
one cup. 
The turpentine operator paid 
the owner ten cents a cup. or a total of 
$52 per acre, for the privilege of tap- 
ping the trees. 


After a rest of from three to five 
years the trees should be in good con- 
dition for back-cupping and 
should 
produce even larger financial returns. 
By using tho improved 
methods of 
turpentining advocated by the forest 
service, the foresters say that such a 
stand 
could be turpentined for a 
longer period of years instead of the 
three or four years under tho crude 
methods now generally employed. 


It is pointed out that the yellow pine 
lands of the south furnish by far the 
bulk 0 / the naval stores of the world 
and that the Supply is steadily de- 
creasing as these lands are denuded 
of their timber and no provision made 
for their restocking. 
Because 
such 
high returns are possible from slash 
pine, the experts believe that the tree 
should be encouraged to come in on 
the cut-over land of t h e south with a 
view to perpetuating the naval stores 
Industry.

15.— (Corresj)oadeuce of 
The Associated Press)—The fifth contin- 
gent of conscripts called out in France 
since August I9I4, is now passing be- 
fore the medical examining boards; pljy- 
sically, the "class of 1918" is declared to 
be the best of the five and its morale 
equal, if not superior, to that of any of 
its predecessors. 
They have witnessed 
a two and a half years constant proces- 
sion of bereavements, none of the hard- 
ships of trench life in this war have been 
concealed from them, yet their ardor is 
no less than that of the recruits of 1915 
mobilized at t^ie height of the enthus- 
iasm over the victory of the Marne. 


Niuety-five per cent, of the class of 
1918, which numbers about 340,000 in- 
cluding something like 30,000 recniits of 
1917 whose incorporation was adjourn- 
ed, are cither declared good for armed 
service or adjourned for lack of physical 
development—too small chest expansion. 
Only, five per cent, are placed in the 
category of the hopelessly unfit to bear 
arms and assigned to auxiliary seriices. 
This is only half the average percentage 
of exemptions before the war. 


The physique of the young men mob- 
ilized since August 2, 1914, has been at- 
tributed to the 
growing 
practice 
of 
sports in France during the past 
ten 
years. 
"It is not that," says a man who 
has attended the examinations of five 
classes since the war began. 
"It may 
be that sports have greatly developed 
young men in the cities, but it should 
not be forgotten that the French army 
is largely an army of farmers' boys, of 
boys who practice no other sport than 
that of handling the plow, the axe and 
the pitchfork. It is the farmer boys that 
show up the best in the young recruits; 
they generally ask to be incorporated in 
the Zouaves—the terrors of the army 
and the heroes of Verdun. 
The city 
boys—students particularly—^prefer avi- 
ation, an arm that appeals to skill more 
than muscle."

"I want no other man to undergo 
the hell I have experienced here dur- 
ing these 11 years," he said.

anyway, 
while the other man Is happy and re- 
spected with his family in San Fran- 
cisco. What good would It do now^for 
him and me to change places?"

"1 have had so many adventures in 
the last six months that I don't feel 
like the same woman," she said with a 
timid smile. 
"Of course, I wish my 
husband had finished his term but we 
were not I'ich enough to fight. 


"Still I am happier now than when 
my husband was mayor. 
Politics is a 
thankless game. It brings you nothing 
but tribulations. 
There is no lasting 
service a man can do in public office 
for his efforts are misunderstood and 
unappreciated. 
His only reward is 
merciless criticism. 
The mistakes he 
makes are constantly hurled in his 
face and the good he does is interred 
.with his political bones when he steps 
down and out. 
No, there is nothing to 
he gained in politics."

toward self-government in India is prom- 
ised by the Britiph government in the 
report, just issued, of the Royal In- 
dian commission, appointed some time 
before the war to con.sider means "to 
widen the avenues of Indian participa- 
tion in the administration of the coun- 
try." 
The report, a illuminons docu- 
ment, has been ready for more than a 
year, but has been "purpo.«eIy dela,yed 
with a view to avoidance of controver- 
sial discussion during the war." 
It is 
expected tliat the main recommendations 
will be put into effect without delay. 


The most important change in Indian 
administration will be an increased re- 
cruiting of men direct from India for 
posts in the higher civil service. 
At 
pre.sent these posts are filled in England, 
although Indians who have resided a cer- 
tain time in England may compete on 
an equal basis with Englishmen in the 
examinations here. In the ftiture, how- 
ever, there will be a bifurcated enroll- 
ment, with definite proportions of the 
higher po.sts reserved for Indians edu- 
cated in their own country. 


In the police department the prepon- 
derance of the appointees will Ptill come 
from England, "having regard to the 
nature of British responsibility for the 
good governance of India." 
In certain 
other services, .such ns agriculture and 
forestry, half the appointees will come 
1 from India. 
Moreover, the English door 
1 to admission to the various services is 
i to remain open as before to Indian can- 
didates, and those successful are not to 
i 1)6 included in the proportion set apart 
for recruitment in Itidia. 
In the case 
of the police, indeed, the English door is 
opened for the first time, as hitherto 
; only pure-born 
Europeans 
haA'c been 
! eligible. 
Now Indians will be entitled 
to compete, provided they have been edu- 
cated in England five years prior to the 
examination. Much is done also to mod- 
ify the old grievance of preferential pay 
between the London and the Indian re- 
cruit.

LESSON TEXT—John 6:1-14. 
; GOLDEN TEXT—Give us this day ou* 
dally bread.-Matt. 6:11. 


This parable marks the high level 
of the year of our Lord's popularity* 
It is such an important miracle as to 
be the only one recorded in all four 
gospels. Be sure to use a good har- 
mony. 
The returning twelve (Matt. 
11:1) are taken by their master to a 
desert place that they might find rest 
{Mk. 6:31) and that he might comfort 
their hearts over the death of John the 
Baptist (Matt. 14:1-12). 
The multi- 
tude would not grant them the right, 
use of their leisure, but flocked to this 
Tetreat in the desert. 
They followed 
,that they might listen to his gracious 
(words, and perhaps behold some new 
wonder (v. 2). Carlisle said he saw in 
England "forty millions, mostly fools." 
! Jesus saw the multitude, and was 
,'moved, not with sarcasm, but with 
icompassion which took a tangible form 
of service. Mark tells us (6:34) that 
Jesus was first of all teaching the mul- 
ititude. It is better to teach a man how 
to help himself than to help the man. 
^We should not be surprised at Philip's 
'slowness of faith. 
Moses in a like 
(manner was once nonplussed as to how 
to feed the multitude in the wilder- 
'ness. 
(Num. 11:21-23). It is not so 
jmuch how great the need nor how lit- 
Itle we possess; rather, is that little 
;^yen over to God? Andrew, who had 
(Revealed Jesus unto Peter, discovers as 
though in desperation a boy whose 
mother had thoughtfully provided him 
•with a lunch, consisting of five barley 
(biscuits and two small herring (v. 9); 
at least that much remained. This is 
fi-^e&t commentary upon the tide of 
interest at this time, that the boy 
should not have eaten his entire lunch, 
3for the boy's hunger is proverbial. It 
^eems as though Jesus emphasizes the 
helplessness of the disciples in order 
"that he may show his power. His com- 
mand "Give ye them" (Mk. 6:87) 
teaches us that we are to give such 
as we have, and not look to others nor 
to do our charity by proxy (Prov. 
11:24-25). Again the Savior asks his 
disciples as though he would teach 
them the resources of his kingdom. 
Give what you have, and he will bless 
and increase it to the supplying of the 
needs of a multitude. The secret of 
success was when he took up the 
loaves, and, "looking up," God also saw 
that day and blessed it. We need to 
observe the systematic procedure. The 
people are seated or reclining upon the 
ground in ranks or in companies, the 
master blessing and breaking the boy's 
cakes, giving first to the disciples. God 
works 
miracles 
through 
human 
agencies only. The result of tliis sys- 
tematic procedure was that thoy were 
Qll satisfied, "filled" (v. 12). Luke 
adds that "all did eat" (Lk. 9:17). Not 
alone, however, was there divine order 
»nd lavlshness, but there were economy 
»nd thrift as well, for Jesus gave care- 
ful direction as to the fragments. The 
lavlshness is shown by the fact that 
the baskets into which the fragments 
were gathered were each probably 
'arge enough in which to sleep. This 
conservation process was a stinging 
-ebuke to the improvident orientals 
ind to present-day prodigals of that 
wonderful bounty with which God has 
blessed our land. God gives to us that 
ve may use for other. Joy dies unless 
it is shared. Jesus is the living bread 
(John 6:48), and will satisfy hunger 
ind life even as bread generates in 
the human body heat, vitality and 
power; so he would still feiid the 
hungry soul of mankind. We have at 
aand the word, and it Is for lack of it 
».hat men die in the deepest, truest 
sense of that word. The poverty and 
perplexity of the disciples in his pres- 
ence and in the presence of this great 
need are being repeatd over and over 
ioday, and yet it is absurd. We have 
lot enough to feed the multitude. Our 
few loaves of amusements, mental ac- 
tivities and social servicie will not feed 
them, but when we break unto them 
the Living Bread, they have enough 
and to spare. The difficulty with the 
distribution of material bread for the 
needs of mankind is not that there is 
not enough grain, but rather that in 
the process of distribution certain com- 
panies of men can control the fruits of 
the earth, and withhold them from the 
consumer for their own profit. Is there 
not a parable in this for the church in 
that it is so much concerned with its 
own Joys, pleasures and profits that 
It is withholding from the mass of" 
mankind, especially in the foreign field, 
the oread which alone can bring life 
and immortality to light? 


Summary: 
(1) The hope of the 
world's salvation is in the wonderful 
power of God in multiplying the little 
we give to him in the way of service. 


(2) If we bring no gift, how can God 
bless man? Compare this boy'a serv- 
ice with the service of the little maid 
in Naaman's household. 


(S) Conservation of the fragments, 
using well or wasting the fragments of 
time, of opportunity, etc., makes all 
the difference between success and fail- 
ure. 


(4) Let nothing be lost. The refuse 
of petroleum is today worth more than 
tlie oil product

France were declared to be no longer 
binding; the president was authorized 
by congress to create an army with 
Washington as lieutenant general and 
Hamilton as second in command, and 
was further authorized to appoint a 
secretary of the navy and to build 
twelve new ships of war.

The anti-federal press was immoder- 
ate in its assaults upon the administra- 
tion. 
It so, happened that several of 
the anti-federal papers were conducted 
by 
foreigners. 
Indeed, 
there 
were 
many foreigners In the country whose 
sympathies were with the French and 
their hostility to th eadmlnistratlon , 
was open and passionate. 
The federal 
leaders determined to crush out by the 
strong arm of the law these publishers 
of slanders and fomentors of discon- 
tent. 
Hence the famous alien and se- 
ditions laws were passed. 
The remedy 
advised was far worse than the disease. 
It hastened the federal party to its 
tomb."

More Than Two Hundred 
Crowd Council Chamber 
for Meeting. 


Board of works members and City 
Attorney Colerick sat in the question 
box. Thursday night, while volleys of 
queries, pertaining to assessments on 
the St. Joe boulevard pavement and 
flood prevention curb, were hurled in 
their direction from the 240 
Forest 
Parks Heights citizens who crowded the 
council chamber. 


Biting interrogations by the mem- 
bers of the delegation of remonstra- 
toi-s were enforced by cheers, pro- 
longed hand clapping and tapping of 
canes on the hard w;ood floors. 


Some of the questions thrown at city 
officials by the property owners who 
are objecting to paying the present as- 
sessment for building of the St. Joe 
boulevard pavement and wall, were: 


"Do the figures get higher the far- 
ther away from the wall your property 
lies?" 


"Why were we not given a chance to 
remonstrate on the wall itself?" 


"Who made out the figures for this 
assessment?" 


"Who wanted the wall in the first 
place? Not me." 


From all parts of the room 
came 
spontaneous answers to the ciuerios be- 
fore board members had time to raise 
from their seats. 
Answers freely^ sub- 
mitted by members of the remonstrat- 
ing body were: 


"Let us get somebody to draw lines 
between the four assessment zones who 
is not so nervous." 
(Cheers and calls 
of "That's right.") 


"J don't mind paying for the dike 
but I'll be durned if I feel like paying 
for the pavement." 


"Nobody had a right to discriminate 
in favor of the State street folks." 


"In the past twenty-five years I have 
never objected to paying for an im- 
provement, 
but this scheme 
is not 
right." 


Attorneys Talk. 


Attorneys Siiannon and Ballou, rep- 
resenting the remonstrators, presented 
orderly claims of the "highlanders," 
before the city officers. 


The assessment against the Forest 
Park Heights people, away from the 
improvement as they are, is too high, 
is unjust and is discriminating, both 
Shannon and Ballou stated. 


No advance notice had been given 
the Forest Height property ownei-s of 
the improvement. 
They had 
.simply 
been told that they w-ere taxed when 
all building was finished, lawyers set 
out. 


"Argument has been presented that 
Forest Park people could not reach 
the city during the 1913 flood, when 
the low lands between their properties 
and the business section was covered 
by water," Ballou said. 
"What good 
did it do anybody to come to town 
in those days? 
Business was tied up. 
All any of us could do was to help 
move 
out 
distressed 
families. 
Let 
business men on Calhoun street help 
pay for the wall." 


In conclusion attorneys for the re- 
monstrators bi-anded the 
assessment 
roll as "illegal," "void" and "contrary 
to law." 


City .\ttoi'ney Explains. 


Robei-t Kelly, chairman of the board 
of works, arose and peering through 
the haze of cigar smoke, told that the 
city attorney would explain matters. 


Colerick attempted 
to 
offset the 
general query, "Am I my 
brother's 
flood protection wall builder?" 
He 
was often gieeted by "you're wrong" 
and "that is a mistake." 
When he 
had 
finished 
several 
arose at 
once 
with "Can I ask a question?" 


Colerick said that it was just that 
the people in the high lands should 
pay for flood protection measures for 
those in the low lands. 
He explained 
,that water from tlie high points ran 
down upon the lower levels. 
He told 
how the districts for assessment were 
made out and that the city engineer 
was accountable for the 
figures. 


With no more legal verbiage than 
was necessary he explained that the 
procedure of building the wall and 
method of assessment was constitu- 
tional. 


Colerick suggested t:iat decision on 
the assessment roll be posti)oned un- 
til Friday.

The Turks ore still retreating 


pell-mell up the Tigris and already 
arc half way to Bagdad in their 
hurried flight before tho victorious 
British. 


The British official statement re- 


porting on the Tigris operations, an- 
nounces that the retreating Turks 
passed through A/.izlyah Tuesday 
evening. 
This point Is but little 


more than forty-five miles from 
Bagdad. It is some flTty-tTro miles 
northwest of Kut aiid.if the British, 
as seems probable, are right on 
their heels, the progress of their ad- 
vance guards has been more than 
twenty miles since the last definite 
reports of their positions received on 
Wednesday. 


While tho Franco-Belgian front

Strategy Used in Europe To- 


day Much the Same, 


Says Expert. 


MAY EXTEND OVER 


ANOTHER WINTER 


Gen. Maurice Sees Little 


Prospect of an Early 


End to War. 


London, March 2.—The war may 


easily extend over another winter as 
far as purely military factors are con- 
cerned, according to a statement by 
General Frederick B. Maurice, direc- 
tor of military operations for the im- 
perial general staff, in an interview 
given to the Associated Press. 


General Maurice is an authority on 


military history and has been chosen 
"as the biographer of Robert B. Lee 
in a series published under the title of 
"Makers of the Nineteenth Century." 
In his opinion there is little difference 
between the strategy followed by the 
commanders in the American civil war 
and the strategy which governs the 
great struggle of today. He said: 


"People wonder 
frequently why, 


Vlth. the superior resources in man 
power undoubtedly possessed by the 
allies, that more progress toward vic- 
tory is not made. The reason lies in 
the form of strategy which made your 
civil war so long and enabled Napoleon 
to keep his back to the wall so long 
whan h» had a. coalition ot Europe 
against 
him. 
Lee and 
Napoleon 


worked on Interior lines from a cen- 
tral position and they had the genius 
to make the best possible use of the 
great advantage this gave them. The 
Germans understand 
this form 
of 


strategy so well that even in peace 
times their economic necessities are 
frequently sacrificed to military needs. 
In their transportation system alone 
the result of this policy can be seen. 
Le« and his small army held back 
greatly superior forces for four years 
and ther« Is no reason to anticipate, 
on purely military grounds, a nearly 
collapse of the Germans. 
Of course 


L«« operated on battle lines measured 
In miles, while the present fronts ex- 
tend almost across continents, but the 
principles of strategy covering time 
and pace remain the same, so the 
duration of the war is not surprising. 


"I see no Indication of what has 


'been asserted that the Germans are 
•withdrawing at some places along our 
front because of a desire to force open 
fighting. This movemcent Is a retire- 
ment forced upon them. 
They do 


not like it any more than we did when 
after the second battle of Tprcs we 
had to retire a short distance to 
straighten our lines. You may be ittTto 
no army likes to retire and therefore 
It Is .certain that the Germans will 
make a determined cfCort to restore 
their lost prestige. We aro now mero- 
Jy gathering the fruits of our winter 
operations, the result of whicn is that 
from Arras to the Ancre a salient de- 
cidedly dangerous to German posi- 
tions has been established. Our raids 
on the Somme front gave us com- 
manding positions from which our 
artillery flre was much more effective. 
The Germans, who aro no longer oc- 
cupying snug and well constructed 
dugouts, are more than anxious to 
retire to a safer line. They also prob- 
ably counted on making our prepara- 
tions for an offensive over this ground 
above by giving up their front line and 
compelling us to alter our plans. 


"I have, no patience with the Idea 


that the Germans are at the end of 
their fighting resources. They are still 
capable of and will put up a strong 
fight. From a purely military stand- 
point, I see no reaaon why the war 
•houlcl not go through another winter, 
but conditions outsider! the military 
none may operate to end it sooner. 
How far tho shortage of food in Ger- 
many has affected tha physique and 
morale of the recruits I cannot say, 
but some deterioration 
from 
this 


cause is almost certain and will he- 
come more and more effective with 
me passage of time."

They passed through four airplane 


attacks on Karlsruhe, during which 
bombs intended for the railroad sta- 
tion rained on all sides of their camp. 
To cap the climax, they wero ignorant 
until the last whether they were pris- 
oners of war or neutrals in detention, 
whather the government wag doing 
anything to obtain their release or 
whether tho United States had not al- 
ready entered the war. To add to their 
anxieties their fellow Americans from 
the Yarrowdale, at the time when they 
left them at the NeustraUtu camp to 
be transferred with other officers fron- 
the captured steamers, were in a state 
of complete destitution.

Noustrelitz they were switched about 
for eighteen hours in the yards at 
Berlin at a time when Ambassador 
Gerard, whose instructions wore to 
ascertain whether there were Ameri- 
cans among the Yarrowdale prison- 
ers, was in persistent and pugnacious 
fashion bombarding the dilatory for- 
eign office with daily .notes of in- 
quiry. 
Were Almost Starving. 


They were almost starving when 


they arrived at 
Karlsruhe. There

last fortnight of their stay, consisted, 
they said, of only a plate of thin 
soup, a pound of bread a.nd half a 
pound of potatoes daily.

Washington, Mar. 2.—Is tho middle- 


man chiefly responsible ror the high 
cost of living? Who gets tho extor- 
tionate profit? 


As applied to farm products I asked 


this question of Carl Vrooman, assist- 
ant secretary of agriculture. 


"That," said he, "is a difficult ques- 


tion to answer off-hand or even after 
investigation, but perhaps I can tell 
you a story which will throw light on 
the subject. 


"Some time last winter a New Kng- 


land grocer who Had bought a barrel 
of apples for $6.50, found in the barrel 
a note from the farmer In whose or- 
chard the fruit had been grown, say- 
ing: T got $2.50 for this barrel of ap- 
ples. How much did you pay for it?' 
I don't know whether the grocer re- 
plied to the farmer or not, but at any 
rate hore is clear evidence that the dis- 
tributor, whom I shall call the legitl 
mate middleman, paid more than twice 
as much as the farmer received for this 
product, and of course the consumer 
paid even more, for the grocer was in 
business for his living and was desir- 
ous of making his profit. 


"As a rule several middlemen and 


sometimes several series of middlemen 
stand between the farmer and the ul- 
timate consumer. Because of this sys- 
tem, which has grown up through the 
fa.ult of nobody in particular, the farm- 
er very often has a feeling of righteous 
indignation when the consumer jumps 
on him for riding around in automo- 
biles and not producing enough food 
for the country. 
But the consumer 


is far from being correct in his sup- 
position that the farmer Is the one who 
Is making an unjust profit. There are 
cases on record like the one I have just 
mentioned in which it is perfectly true 
that the more the farmer produces the 
less proportiontaely he gets in return. 


"The great problem in agriculture 


today is not more production but bet- 
ter production which shall be profit- 
able to the farmer. There Is no reason 
in the \vorld why agricultural produc- 
tion should not be so adjusted and reg- 
ulated that the farmer will receive a 
fair profit for his crops, and that the 
consumer will be able to buy them at 
a fair price. Somewhere along the line 
between the man who grew the barrel 
of apples and received $2.60 for them 
and the grocer who paid $6.50 for 
them, there was one or more people 
who got more than they should get for 
tho legitimate business of transporta- 
tion and wholesaling. 
•. 


"If all farmers who grow apples, po- 


tatoes, onions, turkeys, strawberries or 
other crops which go directly in boxes 
from farm to store would follow the 
practice of the New England orchard- 
1st, we would bo in the way of secur- 
ing some extremely valuable informa- 
tion which would throw light on one 
of the moat vital questions in agricul- 
ture today.

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Suffrage at Work in Advance 


It is worth while noting that a number of the candidates for nom- 


ination to municipal office in Fort Wayne at the forthcoming city pri- 
maries are taking judicious account of the future by paying marked 
attention to enlisting the support of the women. In many instances 
the ladies have been invited to attend meetings in the interest of tho 
candidates. In others there is the direct appeal to the women to in- 
vestigate the fitness and general standing of the candidate, and to 
gently but firmly urge upon husband, brother and father the desir- 
ability of seeing to it that the nominations arc conferred on those can- 
didates who will command the voting strength of the newly-enfran- 
chised women next fall. 


The Indiana part suffrage bill will not, of course, be in legal op- 


eration until the distribution of the new laws in printed form and the 
proclamation of Governor Goodrich to that effect, but there is not the 
slightest doubt but that the law is already practically at work in ad- 
vance. It has put into the campaign both for the primary and after 
the nominations are made a hitherto unknown element. It makes ex- 
pert figures and finely-strung forecasts based on part party perform- 
ance utterly valueless. To be sure, there is a more or less widely ac- 
cepted belief that in a general way tho votes of the women will divide 
about as the votes of their husbands and fathers and brothers divide. 
It inay actually work out in that way, too, on purely political proposi- 
tions, but there is no sort of assurance that that method of measure- 
ment will prove accurate in local and municipal matters. Tho person- 
ality, the standing and the character of the individual candidate is, 


•.ijive-think, going to count for vastly more in determining tho attitude 
tSpt .tho feminine voter than these things have in the case of tho man 
•aylio has heretofore clone all the voting. 


• 
' If indications count for anything at all, there wil 1 bo far less 


.blind adherence to party label because it is the party label in the mind 


of the woman voter than in the case of tho average man who has not 
been accustomed to make a very close personal investigation or do a 
great deal of individual thinking in the exercise of the franchise right. 
The women cannot vote at the primaries, but they will be on hand in 
November. The candidate who hopes for success at that time cannot 
afford to ignore the women at this stage of the proceedings. 


Every Indiana member of the house of representatives voted for 


the senate bill to drive the saloons out of the national capital, an ex- 
hibition of unanimity that must have been extremely touching to op- 
ponents of the measure who may have been cherishing some hopes 
with reference to the Indiana delegation. Recent news of doings back 
home with reference to the liquor business clearly had the effect of 
stiffening the spines of some of the Hoosier statesmen who were in- 
clined to wobble a bit on the District of Columbia proposition. 


Eepresentative Yesey was on the 1 end of the 79-to-l vote by 


which the Indiana house passed a measure reducing the state tax levy 
five cents on the $100 of valuation, after the state senate had killed 
the Goodrich excise tax bill which had been intended to add more than 
a million dollars to the state's yearly income. Speaking of courageous 
but utterly hopeless minorities, the Allen county legislator appears to 
have completely met all specifications in this instance. 


Grand jury presentments, of course, are never convincing and 


legal evidence of guilt, but it is hardly overstating the ease to assume 
that seventy-three indictments charging liquor law violations against 
bwo Terre Haute dealers constitute a sufficient basis for some slight 
degree of suspicion. 


The senate's curiosity to know when, and where, and how Presi- 


dent Wilson obtained possession of the Zimmerman note disclosing 
plans to ally Japan and Mexico with herself against the United 
States in event of actual war may be perfectly natural, but it isn't half 
so important as is the fact that the president actually got tho note.

To the Editor of Tho Sentinel: In 


the Interest of fairness kindly allow

In the last paragraph you state: 


"But It no 'overt act" intervened, the 
submarine decree has operated as a 
virtual blockade of American ports, ' 
so far as traffic-wlth Europe Is con- j 
corned. American ships whoso rights | 
to the use of the seas cannot be ques- 
tioned in any o.uarter, are tied up at 
their clocks, etc." 


Now, this submarine decree Is in 


force only against traffic with entente 
belligerent countries of Europe, not 
iijrainst traffic with countries not In 
war. England stopped n-11 sea traffic 
with Germany and her allies—stopped 
In actual fact all American traffic with 
those countries—and for many months 
\ve Americans have submitted to this , 
treatment. Germany simply retaliates 
now and says to us: "America must 
now stop nil traffic with those countries , 
ut war with us." What Is the differ- 
ence In principle between the treat- 
ment which hns been accorded us by 
England for many months and that 
which, is now being accorded us by Ger- 
many ? 


Tho actual situation resolves Itself 


quite simply into this: England has 
prohibited our entire trade with Ger- 
many and her allies for many months 
past; Germany is now attempting to 
prohibit our entire trade with those 
European countries with which she is 
at war.

In justlca view this matter 
with absolute fairness and write edi- 
torials accordingly. I believe that you, 
Mr. Editor, wish to be fair and It Is for 
the purpose of having you give due 
weight to this question of "Absolute 
Fairness" in your future editorials that 
this letter Is written. Will you kindly 
give this matter the consideration it 
deserves?

Replaces Longleaf Variety 


in Many Sections of 


the South. 


Washington, March 2.—A compara- 


tively little known but valuable tree 
most often called slash pine la fast 
replacing longleaf pln« In many sec- 
tions of the south, says the forest serv- 
ice. In some respects this tree Is cqn- 
sldered a better tree than longleaf. 
Its growth, according to the foresters, 
Is more rapid and its yield of turpen- 
tine larger, while the wood Is said to 
bo the heaviest, hardest and strongest 
coniferous wood grown in tho coun- 
try. 


The term, "slash pine," It Is ex- 


plained, is popularly applied to sev- 
eral southern 
pines, notably the 


oblolly, with which the true slash pino 
s often confused because of Its close 
resemblance. 
Tho slash pine Is also 


sometimes called "Cuban," "swamp," 
r "she" pine. 
The chief causes for the rapid spread 


of the tree are its frequent and abund- 
ant seed production, very rapid growth 
ability to enduro the shade of othei 
trees, and its capacity to adapt itself 
o a wldo range of environment- The 
fact that It can withstand the combi- 
nation of forest fires and razor-back 
logs Is also considered of Importance 
>y the foresters, who say that the tree 
s destined to "play" ah important pail 
n the future of the cut-over lands of 
tho south. As an example of the high 
money returns obtained by turpentin- 
ng the tree, it Is stated that In one In- 
stance In South Carolina a twenty- 
year-old stand of slash pine averagec 
>20 trees per acre, each of which hac 
one cup. The turpentine operator paic 
:he owner ten cents a cup, or a total of 
$52 per acre, for the privilege of tap- 
ping the trees. 


After a rest of from three to five 


years the trees should be in good con- 
dition for back-cupping and should 
produce even larger financial returns 
By using the improved - methods o: 
turpentining advocated by the fores 
service, the foresters say that such t 
stand could be turpentined for J 
longer period of years Instead of thi 
three or four years under tho crudi 
methods now generally employed. 


N/is pointed out that the yellow pine 


lands of the south furnish by far the 
bulk of the naval stores of the worl< 
and that the supply is steadily de 
creasing as these lands are denuded 
of their timber and no provision mad 
for their restocking.

high returns are possible from slash 
pine, the experts believe that the tre 
should be encouraged to come In on 
the cut-over land ot tne south with a 
view to perpetuating the naval stores 
Industry.

self to the irony of miscarried Justice.

With- 
out this testimony his fate Is dubious. 


But Byrne is unwilling to put an- 


other In his place. 


"I want no other man to undergo

Jack Black, a former

He maintains the same atti- 
tude as Byrne.

not want me to," said Black. "I am

some Fun in New Life of 
City — Remarkable Story 
of Woman's Fight Against 
Adversity.

"I have had so many adventures In 


the last six months that I don't feel 
like the same woman," she said with a 
timid smile. "Of course, I wish my 
husband had finished his term but we 
were not rich enough to fight. 


"Still I am happier now than when 


my husband was mayor. Politics is a 
thankless game. It brings you nothing 
but tribulations. There is no lasting 
service a man can do in public office 
for his efforts are misunderstood and 
unappreciated. 
His only reward Is 


merciless criticism. The mistakes he 
makes are constantly hurled in his 
face and the good he does is Interred 
with his political bones when he steps 
down and out. No, there Is nothing to 
be gained In politics." 


Mrs. Sebastian is a frank, wholesome

"For instance, one night a girl about 


17 wandered into the danco hall alone. 
She looked lost. She was timid, shrink-

"I know how dangerous it would be 


for her to moot the wrong kind of men 
at such a time so I picked all her danc- 
ing partners.

British Government Makes 


* New Promises to India 


in Report. 


London, Feb. 25.—(Correspondence of 


The Associated 
Press)—Another st«p 


toward self-government in India is prom- 
ised by the British government in the 
report, just issued, of the Royal In- 
dian commission, appointed some time 
before the war to consider means "to 
widen the avenues of Indian participa- 
tion'in the .administration of the coun- 
try." 
The report, a aluminous docu- 


ment, has been ready for more than a 
year, but has been "purposely delayed 
witli .1 view to avoidance of controver- 
sial discussion during the war." 
It is 


expected that the main recommendations 
will be put into effect without delay. 


The most important change in Indian 


administration will be an increased re- 
cruiting of men direct from India for 
posts in the higher civil sen-ice. 
At 


present these posts are filled in England, 
although Indians who have resided a cer- 
tain time in England may compete on 
an equal basis with Englishmen in the 
examinations here. In the future, how- 
ever, there will be a bifurcated enroll- 
ment, with definite proportions of the 
higher posts reserved for Indians edu- 
cated in their own country. 


In the police department the prepon- 


derance of the appointees will still come 
from England, "having regard to the 
nature of British responsibility for the 
good governance of India." In certain 


I other services, such as agriculture and 
forestry, half the appointees will come 


j from India. Moreover, the English door 
l-to admission to the various services is 
I to remain open as before to Indian can- 
didates, and those sueressful_are not to 
bo included in tho proportion sot npsirt 
for recruitment in India. 
In the case 


of the police, indeed, the English door is 
opened for the first time, as hitherto 
only pure-born 
Europeans 
have been 


eligible. 
Xo\v Indians will bo, entitled 


to compete, provided they have been cdu- 


( cated in England five years prior to the 
examination. Much is done also to mod- 


I ify the. old grievance of preferential pay 
between the London and the Indian re- 
cruit.

1 LESSON TEXT—John 6:1-14. 
•• GOLDEN TEXT—Give us this day out 
dally bread.—Matt 6:1L 
r 
\ This parable marks the high level 
of the year of oar Lord's popularity. 
It Is such an important miracle as to 
be the only one recorded In all four 
'gospels. Be sure to use a good har- 
mony. The returning twelve (Matt. 
;11:1) are taken by their master to a 
desert place that they might find rest 
(Mk. 6:31) and that he might comfort 
their hearts over the death of John the 
Baptist (Matt. 14:1-12). The multi- 
•tude would not grant them the right 
;use of their leisure, but flocked to this 
•retreat In the desert. They followed 
,that they might listen to his gracious 
Iwords, and perhaps behold some new 
rwonder (v. 2). Carlisle said he saw In 
England "forty millions, mostly fools." 
.'Jesus saw the multitude, and was 
'moved, not with sarcasm, but with 
jcompassion which took a tangible form 
:of service. Mark tells us (6:34) that 


j Jesus was first of all teaching the mul- 
itltude. It is better to teach a man how 
;to help himself than to help the man. 
,We should not be surprised at Philip's 
'slowness of faith. 
Moses in a like 


(manner was once nonplussed as to how 
[to feed the multitude in the wllder- 
iness. (Num. 11:21-23). It is not so 
jsnuch how great the need nor how lit- 
itle we possess; rather. Is that little 
.•given over to God? Andrew, who had 
[revealed Jesus unto Peter, discovers as 
though in desperation a boy whose 
•mother had thoughtfully provided him 
•with a lunch, consisting of five barley 
Biscuits and two small herring (v. 9); 


j »t least that much remained. This la 
• great commentary upon the tide of 


i interest at this time, that the boy 
' should not have eaten his entire lunch, 


for the boy's hunger Is proverbial. It 
^eems as though Jesus emphasizes the 
helplessness of the disciples In order 
that he may show his power. His com- 
mand "Give ye them" (Mk. 6:87) 
teaches us that we are to give such 
as we have, and not look to others nor 
to do our charity by proxy (Prov. 
11:24-25). Again the Savior asks his 
disciples as though he would teach 
them the resources of his kingdom. 
Give what yon have, and he will bless 
and' Increase It to the supplying of the 
needs of a multitude. The secret of 
success was when he took up the 
loaves, and. "looking up," God also saw 
that day and blessed It We need to 
Observe the systematic procedure. The 
people are seated or reclining upon the 
ground in ranks or In companies, the 
master blessing and breaking the boy's 
cakes, giving first to the disciples. God 
works 
miracles 
through 
human 


agencies only. The result of this sys- 
tematic procedure was that they were 
all satisfied, "filled" (v. 12). 
Luke 


tdds that "all did eat" (Lk. 9:17). Not 
Uone, however, was there divine order 
ind lavlshness, but there were economy 


i »nd thrift as well, for Jesus gave care-" 


rnl direction as to the fragments.- The 
(avlshness Is shown by the fact that 
the baskets Into which the fragments 
were gathered were each probably 
•large enough In which to Bleep. This 
conservation process was a stinging 
-ebnke to the Improvident orientals 
ind to present-day prodigals of that 
ffonderfnl bounty with which God has 
blessed our land. God gives to us that 
ve may use for other. Joy dies unless 
it is shared. Jesus is the living bread 
(John 6:48), and will satisfy hunger 
ind life even as bread generates in 
the human body heat, vitality and 
power; so he would still feed the 
hungry soul of mankind. We have at 
aand the word, and It is for lack of It 
'hat men die in the deepest, truest 
sense of that word. The poverty and 
perplexity of the disciples in his pres- 
ence and In the presence of this great 
need are being repcatd over nnd .over 
today, and yet it IB absurd. We have 
lot enough to feed the multitude. Our 
few loaves of amusements, mental ac- 
tivities anfl social service will not feed 
them, but when we break unto them 
the Living Bread, they have enough 
and to spare. The difficulty with thei 
distribution of material bread for the 
aeeds of mankind is not that there Is 
not enough grain, but rather that in 
the process of distribution certain com- 
panies of men can control the fruits of 
the earth, and withhold them from the 
consumer for their own profit. Is there 


| not a parable in this for the church In 


that tt is so much concerned with Its' 
own joys, pleasures and profits that 
it is withholding from the mass of 
mankind, especially In the foreign field; 
the oread which alone can bring Ufa 
and immortality to light?

Berlin, Feb. 10.—It has required a 


thirty-two page booklet for the Im- 
perlaJ postoftice to enumerate tha list 
of newspapers and periodical publi- 
cations in Germany of recognized 
standing which "temporarily will not 
appear during tho course of the war." 
Tho list Includes 1,430 publications, 
but of course does not include the 
hundreds if not thousands of "fly-by- 
night" papers and magazines which, 
in many Instances, have come into be- 
ing since the beginning of the war 
and have died a natural death within a 
short time. 


The 1,430 which are enumerated 


constitute just about one-eighth of the 
publications that 
flourished 
before 


the war but tha.t have had to cease 
issue since then because of the in- 
creased shortage of paper, high prices, 
scarcity of labor, dropping circulation 
and other things. The postofflce cites 
them all as having suspended "tem- 
porarily," but their more fortunate 
contemporaries 
insist on enclosing 


the word 
temporary in 
quotation 


marks.

The war has offered an oppor- 
tunity for Japanese to develop or ex- 
ploit new markets in ISuropean Rus- 
sia. South Africa. Australia, the South 
Sea Islands. South America. 
Chinn. 


Kurope and Xorth America, where xin- 


j usually largo quantities of Japanese 


goods were exported. 


As a liy-product of the war, the 


opening of the new steamer route via 
the Cape of Good Hope has started di- 
rect trade between Japan and South 
Africa and has brousht about a sudden 
increase in the volume of Japanese ex- 
ports. 
Afinoru Oka, director of the 


bureau of commerce and industry of 
tVie department of agriculture and com- 
merce, points out that the European 
w:ir has offered a fine chance for Jap- 
anese lo Ku over seas and seek their 
fortunes in foreign lands as a basis for 
future economic development of til* 
country abroad. He remarks that of 
70.nno.non population, only 60,00(1 Jap- 
anese are resident bro;id.

number, he says, only n very small 
percentage represents what he calls the 
average ,laptine«<>. the majority con- 
sisting of labor rla jges or women.

"Lot the commerce of the Japanese 
empire follow the sun flags which are 
now sighted in almost every nook and 
corner of the orle.nt and the. southern 
seas and are gradually moving else- 
where in the world." 


One part of the world where Japa- 


nese commerce has made its most re- 
markable strides forward is the west- 
ern hemisphere. The enormous pros- 
perity of the United States has created 
a demand In that country for luxuries 
from Japan, .ind the article which 
forms the bulwark of the foreign ex- 
port trade to this country, raw silk 
and habutae. has exceeded the 100.- 
000.000 yen mark this year. To the 
other countries of the western hemis- 
phere, too, Japanese exports have In- 
creased greatly, and tho progress made 
by the Japanese merchants in the coun- 
tries at South America's Pacific slope 
and also with Brazil and Argentine is 
regarded as remarkable. 


The importance which Japan gives 


to the development 
of her foreign 


trade is seen in a decision just gazetted 
to appoint five new government offi- 
cials to be designated as industrial and 
commercial attaches. They will 
be 


stationed at New York, London, Shang- 
hai. South America and the South Sea 
Islands. Their mission will Include 
tra/reling to neighboring ports and 
cities for the inspection of industrial 
and commercial conditions with a view 
to 
furnishing Japanese commercial 


a.nd 
industrial circles with first han-.l 


knowledge from foreign lands. 


The commissioners will be appointed 


from among the ablest men in business 
circles and they will have no connec- 
tion with diplomatic or political af- 
fairs. They will, however, be attached 
to the foreign office which thus creates 
a bureau of commercial and industrial 
commissioners.

Thursday night, while volleys of 


queries, pertaining to assessments on 
the St. Joe boulevard pavement and 
flood prevention curb, were hurled in 
their direction from the 
240 Forest 


Parks Heights citizens who crowded the 
council chamber. 


Biting interrogations by the mem- 


bers of the delegation of remonstra- 
tors were enforced by cheers, pro- 
longed hand clapping and tapping of 
canes on the hard wood floors. 


Some of the questions thrown at city 


officials by the property owners who 
are objecting to paying the present as- 
sessment for building of the St. Joe 
boulevard pavement and wall, were: 


"Do the figures get higher the far- 


ther away from the wall your property 
lies?" 


"Why were we not given a chance to 


remonstrate on the wall itself?" 


"Who made out the figures for this 


assessment?" 


"Who wanted the wall in the first 


place? Not me." 


From all parts of the room came
